PREFACE. 


Thackeray remarks, that he once knew a money-lender in the City

It is with no intention of claiming an equally illustrious origin that 
these notes, which relate to that branch of the Master family to which I 
belong, have been printed for private circulation. 


A desire to render permanent and easily available, such information as 
my limited leisure enabled me to collect, (stimulated by the opportune 
assistance of a skilled genealogist) induced me to Present, in the form of a 


eontinuous narrative, the results of my investigation. 


With the conviction that my work was defective in many particulars, I 
submitted it to the Rev. G. S. Master, (the accomplished genealogist of the 
Master family) who, upon returning my manuscript, most generously gave 
me full permission to make what use I pleased of a pedigree of my branch, 
which he had compiled in the course of tracing the history of his own. 


The more valuable part of this compilation is due to the careful 
vesearch of the gentleman whose invaluable aid I have already acknow- 
ledged, and the Dumerous faults which will probably be discovered by 
the expert, may fairly be ascribed to my less practised pen. 


The first impulse to arrange the scraps of family history which I had 
Collected, was given by a desire to benefit one, who but for his miserable 
and unhappy fate, would have been an honour to our County and City.

John L’Estrange had a marvellous genius for antiquarian research, and 
although he is beyond the reach of thanks, it is a satisfaction to me to 
know that this occupation (the last of the sort he was engaged in) served 
to relieve the tedium of some of the many weary hours of his latter days.

The interest he exhibited in his peculiar study, and the genial 
readiness with which he allowed others to partake of the vast stores of 
information he possessed, render his memory dear to many who are 
interested in local and general genealogical lore.

INTRODUCTION. 


The family of Master, otherwise known as Maistre, Maitre} Maestre, 
Meyster, De Maistre, Le Maistre, a name familiar from an early period in 
France, Savoy, Flanders, and the Island of Jersey, has played its part not 
without distinction with sword, pen, and gown. 


Kent was the first of English counties to receive these immigrants. 
From the original charter in the Surrenden Collection we find, that in the 
reign of Henry III. one, Henry Magister, son of Baldwin, confirms to the 
Prior and Convent of Corpus Christi, Canterbury, a rent of 17d., chargeable 
upon 3} acres of land situate in Saggeland. Again we find, that in the 
year 1280, Edmund Master was Master of the Maison Dieu at Dover. From 
this date the name occurs with increasing frequency, as is proved by 
numerous wills of members of the family, still preserved in the Registry of 
the Prerogative Court at Canterbury. Amongst the earlier of these 
documents may be cited the will of Stephen Mayster, of Gowdhurst, bearing 
date 1473; of Thomas Mayster, of Wye, and Agnes, his wife, proved 
respectively at Canterbury in 1509 and 1517; and of Peter Maister of 
Wynchelsea, Merchant, who died without issue in the year 1526. Nor is 
further evidence wanting in the testamentary dispositions of various 
descendants of the family settled at Maidstone, Linton, Ewell, Sutton, 
Willesborough, and East Langdon, in all which places they resided for 


many generations. 


To speak concisely, there survive to this day four branches of the 
Master family, all derived from one common Kentish source. 
I. That of Cirencester —A carefully preserved pedigree of this branch

Hasted in his History of Kent, vol. IIL, p. 276, gives the Arms of the 
Willesborough Masters as—Gules, a lion rampant guardant, double tailed or,! 
being the coat allotted to that family at the visitation of 1616. 


This, the Rev. Thomas Streatfeild (Gvho was a most accomplished Herald) 
Says, is no doubt the original coat of all the Masters and Maysters of Kent? 


Crest—Within a ring or. gemmed proper, two snakes entwined, erect 


on their tails and endorsed azure* 


Hasted in @ note to vol. iii., p. 108, further says, “there is a pedigree of 
Mx, Robert Master in the Heraldic Visitation of 1616. Arms—A lion 
Tampant holding in his paws an escallop shell.” That this statement is not 
correct is clearly shown by a tracing taken by the Rev. G S Master, from 
MBS. of this very Visitation in the British Museum, in which the double- 
tailed lion is represented “ pur et simple” without the escallop shell. 


Another errer which requires explanation and rectification, has arisen 
from the assumption by early members of the Henhurst branch, of the 
distinctive Rose, granted as an addition in 1568 to the Rev. Richard Master, 
MD., Physician to Queen Elizabeth, and Founder of the Cirencester braneh.® 


The assumption dates from a distant period, as we find it on the tomb 
of Robert Master of Willesborough, who died in 1616.8 Hasted, however, 
states that it was placed there “ by mistake.”

Further evidence of the appropriation of the Rose is afforded by several 
seals and impressions of seals in my possession, which belonged to my father 
and his ancestors. One, (notably) an impression of an Iron Seal, the 
property of Harcourt Torriano Master Marley, Esq., which descended to him 
from his great grandfather, Lieut.. Henry Master, R.N. It bears, A lion 
rampant holding a rose, quartered with the Arms of Harcourt (Gules, two 
bars or, with a erescent for difference) which belonged presumably to Giles,’ 
the-second son of Sir Edward Master. 


Having thus shown the Rose to have been borne by the Henhurst 
branch for at least seven or eight generations, the present members cannot 
be accused of the appropriation? ? nor can they be classed with those 
candidates for Armorial honours, who are requested to send to the “ Heraldic 
Studio,” of the Advertising Quack—* Name and County and five shillings 
for search.”*

Not acknowledging the selfish morality expressed in the discarded 
family motto, which has been freely rendered, “Catch is a good dog but 
Holdfast is a better ;” I feel that it only remains for the Henhurst branch to 
resume the earlier and simpler coat, which was confirmed at the Visitation 
in 1616 to Robt. Master, from whom we are direcily descended. 


By the marriage of Giles, second son of Sir Edward Master, Knt., with 
Elizabeth, the daughter and heiress of Robert Harcourt, Esq.,(whose father 
was brother of Robt. Harcourt, Esq., great grandfather of the first Lord 
Hareourt,”) the much-cherished name of Harcourt entered the family? and 
has continued to be used by the eldest son for more than 200 years.

This Family, now represented, 1879, by Harcourt Master of Ealing, 
Co. Middlesex, Esquire, is a junior branch of that seated at Willesborough 
in Kent, of which the elder branch flourishing there for some generations 
became extinct about the close of the 17th century. 

Ropert Masrer,’ one of the younger sons of Robert Master of Willes- 
borough, and brother of Edward Master of that place who succeeded to the 
Willesborough property, and of the Revd. Richard Master, M.D., Physician 
to Queen Elizabeth, Founder of the Cirencester Family, was of Woodchurch 
in Kent, where he inherited lands under his father’s will? besides leasehold 
property at Great Porton, once belonging to the Maison Dieu at Dover. 
He married at Willesborough, June 30, 15493 Agnes, daughter and heiress 
of Humphry’ (or Robert*) Wise, of Henghurst, in Woodchurch, Esquire, by 
his wife, daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas Henghurst’ of that place, 
Knight, and had issue as below.

From Hasted’s Kent. 


Henhurst is an estate in the north-east part of the Parish of Woodchurch in the 
County of Kent, and formerly belonged toa family of the same name, whose more 
ancient seat was at Henhurst in Staplehurst, of which this was but a younger branch.? 
They were likewise often written in old deeds both Henhurst and Enghurst, and 
continued owners of this place until the reign of King Henry VIL, and then Sir 
Thomas Henghurst dying without issue male, his daughter and sole heir carried it in 
marriage to Humphrey Wise, whose daughter and heir Agnes, entitled her husband, 
Mk. Robert Master, to the possession of it. His son,! Mr. Thomas Master, resided 
here, but his son Giles Master quitted this residence, and removed to Canterbury, 
where he died in 1644.6 At length it descended to Sir Harcourt Master, K', and 
Alderman of London, who became possessed of it for the term of his life, by the will 
of his father’s eldest brother’s daughter, Mary Master. He was one of the South Sea 
Directors in the year 1720, and on the Act passing that year for the Governor and 
Directors of that Company to give in an Inventory of all the estates and effects which 
they were possessed of before June 1, 1720, that money might be raised therefrom, 
towanlg making good the loss the public had sustained from the Company, the 
Thyentory of Sir Harcourt Munster amounted to £11814. 12a. 34d, out of which he 
was allowed by vote of the House of Commons, for his future support, £5000. The 
Particulars of his estates, which he gave in on oath to the Barons of the Exchequer, 
were, as to these at Woodehurch :—An Estate in fee simple, about 60 acres, in or 
near Shirley’s moor, being joined to a messuage called Hyborne, held by him for 99 
Years, determinuble with his life, rent £90 per annum : a like estate in a messuage 
called Henhurst, late rented at £30 per annum, but then in his own hands : a like 
estate in a messuage called Newhuret, late rented at £60 per annum, but then in his 
own hands : a like estate in 98 acres of woodland, of about the yearly value of £24, 
but then in his own hands, All which were in Woodchurch, and to which he was 
entitled by the will of Mary Master, as above mentioned. He died in 1745. Since 
which it continued in his descendants, one of whom, Harcourt Master, of Greenwich, 
Esq, owns it at this time.® : 

The Hospital of St. Lawrence near Canterbury was possessed of a portion of 
certain tythes arising from the desmesne lands of the manor of Chislet, which on 
the dissolution of it becamo a lay fee, and in King James the Ist’s reign was 
purchased by Thomas Petyt of Canterbury, ¢, who by his will in 1626 devised 
the same, consisting of his two parts of three of the tythes of the demesne of that

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manor, formerly belonging to the abovo hospital (after a gift of 40s. out of it to the 
poor of this parish, Chislet,) to his wife Frances in special tail, remainder to his two 
sisters, Elizabeth and Dorothy Master, and his nephew William Belke, for ever, 
to be equally divided between them. The part of this tythery, being one moiety, 
which was possessed by Elizabeth and Dorothy Master came into possession of Ann 
Paramor, Mary and Jane Hall, who sold their interest in it to Thomas Paramor of 
Monkton, Esq., who by his will in 1637 devised the same to his nephew of that 
name, in tail male, with divers remainders over, and lastly to the poor of this parish. 
The other moiety, which belonged to William Belke, D.D., and Prebendary of 
Canterbury, at his death in 1677, being held in capite, descended to his eldest son 
Thomas Belke, likewise D.D. and Prebendary of Canterbury, who devised it hy will 
in 1712 to his niece Elizabeth Spracklyn for life, remainder to her son William and 
his heirs.! 


In the second volume, under the parish of Tenterden, ia an account of the 
Family of At. Hale or Hales of Hale Place in Halden, from a daughter of which 
family the Norfolk family of Master is descended. 

It appears that Nicholas At. Hale or Hales was of Hales Place in Halden tempore 
K. Edward III, and had sons, Sir Robert Hales, Knt., Prior of the Hospital of St. 
John of Jerusalem, who was murdered 4 Richard II.; and Sir Nicholas de Hales 
who was the father of Thomas de Hales who had sons John Hales of Hales place, 
Thomas and Henry,—John was the father of Henry Hales of Halea Place in 
Tenterden which Henry married Julian daughter and heiress of Richard Capel of 
Tenterden tempore Henry VI. and was the father of John Hales, one of the Barons of 
the Exchequer, and of the Dungeon, Canterbury, and of Thomas Hales the father of 
Sir Christopher Hales, Attorney General and Master of the Rolls to King Henry VIIL 
John Hales, the Baron of the Exchequer, was the father of Sir James Hales, knt., 
of the Dungeon Canterbury, Justice of the Common Pleas, of Thomas Hales of 
Thonington, of Edward of Tenterden, and of William of Reculver and Nackington. 
Edward Hales of Tenterden by his wife Margaret, daughter of John Honeywood of 
Sene, had three sons and two caughters. One of the sons Edward was of Chilham, 
and his daughter Mary married Giles Master of Woodchurch about 1600, whose only 
surviving son was Sir Edward Master, knt., ob, 1690, grandfather of Sir Harcourt 
Master, knt., ob. 1745 ; who was grandfather of Capt" Harcourt Master of Greenwich, 
ob. 1776; who was great-grandfather of Harcourt Master of Ealing, born 1844. 


Mrs. Mary Masters of Canterbury, spinster, by a codicil to her will in 1716 gave 
the sum of £5 per annum to all and several the hospitals, but not mentioning 
where the hospitals were, and her personal estate too being deficient in the payment 
of her legacies the payment of them was withheld by her heir and executor, Sir 
Harcourt Masters, Knt., and this causing a suit of litigation, the cause was heard 
pefore Sir Joseph Jekell, the Master of the Rolls, in Easter Term, 1718, when the 
Court determined, among other matters in the will and codicil, that as to the £5 per 
annum to all and every the hospitals, it appearing that the testatrix lived in 
Canterbury for many years, and died there, and that she had taken notice by her will 
of two Canterbury hospitals by name, this charity was held not to be void for the 
uncertainty, but to have been intended for all the hospitals in Canterbury, but not, as 
was pressed, to the hospital a mile out of Canterbury, viz., at Harbledown, tho’ founded 
by the same Arch-Bishop of Canterbury and governed by the same statutes ; and this 
the Court decreed, notwithstanding it was objected that they ought not to go out of 
the words of the will and confine the general words “all hospitals” to those in 
Canterbury, and the Court did this the rather, because these charities, if they 
prevailed, would bo perpetuities of £5 per annum, and by that means create a 
deficiency, and consequently in a great part defeat the rest of the will as to plain 
legacies in favour of those which were doubtful. Sir Harcourt Masters, the heir and 
executor above-mentioned, was one of the Directors of the South Sea Company in 
the fatal year 1720, whose estates were vested by Act of Parliament in Trustees for

the benefit of the sufferers in that great calamity. In consequence of which, about 
the year 1737, the money which had heen paid by the Trustees of the Directors’ 
forfeited estates out of the estates of Sir Harcourt Masters, on account of the above 
annuities, was laid out in the purchase of £163 16s. 3d. old South Sea Annuities, 
which in 1740 stood in the name of John Lynch, D.D., and John Knowler, Esq*., 
the latter of whom received the interest from time to time, and paid one sixth to the 
hospital of St John, another sixth to that of Eastbridge, another sixth to that of 
Maynard, another sixth to that of Jesus, another sixth to that of Smith, and the 
remaining sixth to that of Cogan.'

Shoelands or Shulands, a farm in the Parish of Puttenham (in Co. Surrey), was 
the property of Henry Ludlow, Esq", who had married Margaret Caryl He, by his 
will dated 1724, devised it to his only surviving child Elizabeth. In 1730 she was 
found to be a lunatic, and Sir Harcourt Master, Knight, Alderman of London, and 
Giles Strangways, Esq’, of Charlton Adam, Co. Somerset, were her next of kin and 
heirs at law.

Sim EpwarpD Sueruerp Creasy, M.A., late Chief Justice of Ceylon, 


Professor of Jurisprudence in the four Inns of Court, eldest son of the late Mr. 
Edward Hill Creasy, one of the founders and original proprietors of the “ Brighton 
Gazette,” was born at Bexley, Kent, Sept. 12, 1812, and educated until the age of 
eleven at a private school at Brighton, Having then been placed at Eton, he soon 
afterwards became a King’s scholar on the foundation In 1831 he obtained the 
Newcastle Scholarship, and proceeded to King’s College, Cambridge, as a scholar of 
that Foundation. He was elected a fellow of the same College in 1884. Called to 
the bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1837, he went the Home cireuit for several years, and was 
afterwards appointed Deputy-Assistant Judge at the Middlesex Sessions. He also 
held the Professorship of History in University College, London, from 1849 to 1858, 
In 1860 he received the honour of Knighthood on being appointed Chief Justice of 
Ceylon, whieh high judicial post he held until 1875, when he retired with a special 
pension, Sir Edward was, at the close of the same year, appointed by the Council 
of Legal Education to the Professorship of Jurisprudence and Roman Civil Law in 
the four Inns of Court, and was also nominated one of the Examiners in Constitutional 
Law in the University of London. 

Sir Edward Creasy has not only greatly distinguished himself as a lawyer, he has 
also acquired a high reputation as an author. The earliest productions of his pen were 
an “Account of the Foundation of Eton College ;” “Sub Rege Sacerdos,” a work 
containing comments on Bishop Hampden’s ease ; “Text Book of the Constitution a 
and “ Memoirs of Eminent Etonians,” 1850. But the work which first brought his 
name prominently before the public, and which alone would entitle him to a place 
amongst “Men of Mark,” was “The Fifteen Decisive Battles of the World, from 
Marathon to Waterloo,” published in 1861. It became so popular, that it has now 
gone through more than twenty editions. His later works are: “ Rise and Progress 
of the English Constitution ;” “History of the Ottoman Turks ;” “History of 
England from the earliest to the present time,” vols, i. and ii., 1869-70, to be extended 
to 5 vols. ; “The Old Love and the New; a Tale of Athens;” and “The Imperial 
and Colonial Constitutions of the British Empire, including Indian Institutions.” 

He married in 1846 Mary Maria, daughter of George Cottam, Esq., C.E., and by 
her had five daughters and eight sons. He died January 27, 1878. 


MR. ROBERT PULVERTOFT MASTER. 


The following high tribute to his character, from one well able to judge of his 
worth, appeared in the “ Daly Telegraph” the day following his death 


TO THE EDITOR oF “TI DAILY TELEGRAPII.” 


Sin—It is with deep regret that I have seen a telegram reporting the death 
of Mr. Robert P. Master, at Constantinople, by typhus fever. I am sure that 
you will readily grant me the space to express the sorrow that must be felt by all 
who are interested in the Compassionate Fund at this moumful event, and the 
admiration for his sterling character and his zealous work in its behalf. Mr. 
Master had been serving the fund (like many who have been proud to work for 
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80 noble a cause) voluntarily for nearly 10 months. In the earlier stage of its 
existence he had charge of the distribution of clothes and food in the neighbour- 
hood of Kyzanlik, then cruelly devastated by the ttoops of General Gourko and 
the savage crowd of Bulgarians that always accompanied that commander. 
Subsequently Mr. Master had charge of one of our provincial centres of relief, 
at that time the most important, at Sophia, Leaving Sophia shortly before the 
arrival of the Russians, he proceeded to Constantinople, and both there and on 
the railway line, during the months of January and February, he did admirable 
work amongst the masses of famishing and frozen refugees who were daily 
pouring into the capital. After a short visit to England he returned to Constan- 
nople and was engaged in distributing the sum of £1,000 assigned by Sir A. 
Layard to the refugees still remaining in Stamboul, when he was struck down a 
few days ago by the deadly malady which hos so quickly completed its work. 

Such is a very brief outline of Mr. Master’s work in Turkey. How many 
scenes of heart-rending misery, how much of trial and disappointment, how 
much noble effort and hardly-accomplished success, what privations and hardships 
bravely endured, lie beneath it, only those can know who have been brought face 
to face with the results of this terrible war. All who have been with Mr. Master 
in the humane cause which you have so well advanced sincerely mourn the loss 
of one of their most genial and faithful co-workers ; and those nearer to him, 
upon whom this blow will fall so heavily, will at least, with them, have the 
consolation that he died at his post, as an Englishman should, where the need 
and the work were greatest. 

I saw Mr. Master barely three weeks ago on the day of my departure. He 
was then in good health, and expressed his intention of coming home very soon. 
His death adds another to the long list with which we in Turkey have been too 
familiar, indicating how thin is the veil between us and that future where such 
earnest and quiet workers as he find their best reward.

All the daily and weekly papers published at this period expressed the regret felt 
by the whole British Community at Constantinople at his early death. 

Mr. Master was buried at the Cemetery at Scutari. The Sultan sending a carriage 
and a guard of honour, and the British Ambassador being represented by his two 
Secretaries. 

The Globe, July 11, says—‘ By none will his fe be so much felt as by those 
unfortunates to relieve whom he spared neither time, exertion, or health He did his 
work nobly, and died at his post. No higher tribute can be paid to an Englishman. 
The Turkish, Compassionate Fund will ever be a bright star in the crown of England's 
benevolence, and with its good work is inseparably associated the name of Master.”

She 
desired to buried at Tooting, which will be done accordingly next Monday or Tuesday. 
As she was a strong Methodist, she had given away all her Substance amongst those 
sort of People years ago, so that she had nothing to subsist on, but her Life Annuity 
at the Exchequer of £60 a Year, and the Interest on £400, 3 @ C* Ann* that my 
Aunt Rogers left her for her Life, and to come to my late Sister Joanna Master, if 
she surviv'd her, and in case of her death then to my wife, so she now gets that; and 
then ghe had the Interest of £1000, Old South Sea Ann® which her Sister Joanna 
Master left her for her life, and after her death, to be Equally divided, between her 
3 nephews, Harct Master, yourselfe, W™ Harct Torriano and my Daughter Elizabeth, 
or the Survivors of them, and as Hare' is dead, I suppose that £1000 old Ann* is 
now to be divided amongst the 3 survivors, but that I shall enquire of some Lawyer 
about and let you know. There is about £90 left which be about enough to Pay her 
debts and Funeral Chargea If there should be a few Pounds over, tho’ I doubt it, 
that comes to my Wife as her heir at Law. In October 1768, she made a Will, and 
left some Rings and trifling Legucy’s, But in April 1772, finding that she had 
bequeath’d away more than there would left to pay, she wrote againat that Will, that 
she cancell’d it, and also scratcht her name through, and then makes the following 
Will under it, as follows. es ; 

I do hereby cancell the above, least my Effects may not answer, desiring my Sisters 
to helieve me sensible of their kind behaviour to me, and desire the trifle I may dye 
worth, may go as the law directs, that I may be interred in the most frugal] manner 
and in the Parish where it shall be most convenient. As I gave my brother Cap! 
Harcourt Master £200 for the benefit of his younger children, I desire my Nephew 
Henry Masters share, may go to my Nephew Cap* Harcourt Master and my worked 
quilt to his eldest son: I leave my Cloaths to the Servant that shall be with me at 
my death, if my Sisters judge her worthy. If M™ Bisley should be with me, if my 
Effects admit of it, Leave her 5 Guineas, but that at the discretion of my Relations. 
I prohibit any Rings as my fortune is too small. I leave all my books, Except such 
as my Sister Joe shall chuse, to my Nephew Torriano.

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NOTICE OF THE TRAGEDY IN THE FAMILY OF MASTER, 
OF WILLESBOROUGH. 


From the “ Gentleman's Magazine,” of September, 1844. 


IN the notes from Kentish Churches published by the Rev. Philip Parsons, is the 
following, under the head of Willesborough, written in 1790. 


Tn the church-yard, near the south door, is a large raised tomb-stone, which, about 
26 years ago, had an inscription upon it very legible ;. I examined it twice within 
these two years, but could make out very little more than “ William Master.” The 
very curious and remarkable inscription was, however, preserved by the care of a 
person who copied it in the year 1764, and obliged me with the transcript. 

“Here lieth entombed the body of Wuaiam Masrer, Esq., the second son of 
Master, Esq. He living a batchelor, eame to an untimely Abel’s death at the 
age of 26 years. In his carringe honest ; of his words well reported, and beloved of 
all, Elizabeth the only daughter of John Hall, mourner and mother, for so great a 
loss of so dear a son, all memory, she hath erected this monument, with 
expectation of meeting in the resurrection of souls, Anno Dom!, 1634.” 

Tradition says, that this young man was killed by his brother as they sat at 
dinner—that the two brothers paid their addresses to the same lady—that the 
murderer made his escape, and some time after was seen endeavouring to efface the 
inscription, but was prevented by passengers going by. 

This account in some respects is very probable ; the words “an untimely Abel’s 
death” plainly point out a brother’s murder ; but that the murderer should hazard a 
return merely for the purpose of effacing the inscription is very improbable : that some 
of it was effaced is very certain; what that was cannot be said; but surely nothing 
more strongly expressive of the fratricide’s guilt than the words above quoted. 
However that be, it has been said, that Otway founded his tragedy of the Orphan on 
a fact that happened at Willesborough. The above account affords strong proof to 
suppose this tradition true. Here are certainly the outlines of a tragical story; the 
colouring was given by the post’s genius. 

Having met with an old MS. which, though itself imperfect (from having been 
nibbled by mice), contains a different and more complete copy of the remarkable 
epitaph above noticed than that of Mr. Parsons, I beg to send you a transcript thereof, 
preserving the arrangement of the lines, which will show the places where the stone 
was purposely defaced.

The presumed connection of the plot of Otway’s tragedy of “The Orphan” with 
this tragedy of real life, has induced me to examine that point, but the examination 
does not tend to confirm the supposition. 
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_ The Orphan” was produced in 1680; and its story is taken in part from an 
episode introduced in a novel published four Years before, entitled, “English 
Adventures ; by a Person of Honour,” that person being Roger Boyle, Earl of Orrery. 
This episode (which will be found extracted as an appendix to Thornton’s edition of 
Otway’s Works, 1813, vol. iii p. 325,) is related to King Henry the Eighth by 
Brandon, (for such are the characters of the noble novelist,) as a personal incident of 
his early life. “The tale,” remarks Mr. Thornton, will shew that, although Otway 
obtained the outline of his fable from this source, the sentiments and characters are 
entirely his own.” The general similarity of plot consists in a lady being loved by 
two brothers, in a private marriage, and the lady being deceived into an incestuous 
intercourse by the disappointed brother. In the fatal consequences which ensue, no 
resemblauce js retained. In Otway’s tragedy the guilty brother leads “ the dance of 
death” by rushing on his brother's sword ; the lady takes poison ; and the husband 
stabs himaclf. In Lord Orrery’s novel the lady first dies of a fever brought on by her 
shame and grief, and the husband follows her of despair; whilst the guilty brother 
flies abroad, and lives to Telate the story many years after. 

The Kentish tragedy is therefore quite different from either; its main feature is a 
murder committed by a brother, the obscure provocation of which, as hinted by 
tradition, was superseded love.* Nor does the similarity improve as we ascend to 
Otway’s original ; for, though we thus come home from Bohemia to England, it is to 
Gloucestershire not Kent, and to about the reign of Henry the Seventh instead of 
Charles the First. 

There seems to have been in the Willesborough story, whatever were the local 
traditions, nothing more than such a presumed similarity of occurrences as reminded 
Persons of Otway’s play ; and that being mentioned was sufficiont to lead othera, who 
knew not the play, to assert that the connection was positive. There are, no doubt, 
many other such cases of asserted resemblance or origin, that would as little bear 
examination. Somewhat parallel is the connection of Camberwell Grove with the 
tragedy of George Barnwell; but in that case it was the pleasure of Lillo the 
dramatist to fix upon that scene for the crime of his London Apprentice, though the 
real tragedy from which his story was derived, and which had formed the subject of 


earlier compositions, had occurred near Ludlow.t

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TURNER FAMILY. 





The Turner family settled in Great Yarmouth probably in the early part 
of the eighteenth century. 

Francis TURNER, Town Clerk in 1710, having married a daughter of 
Thos. Godfrey, Esq., a former Town Clerk. 

One of their ancestors bought the Manor of Kenningham’ (now a Hamlet 
of Mulbarton, Co. Norfolk) of Sir Thomas Gresham in 1570, and Dawson 
Turner (in his Sepulchral Reminiscences) says “that it is stil] (1668) held by 
the family. The property he says, consisting of about 500 acres, has been 
neither added to or diminished. Their arms” carved (not of late years) upon 
their pew in the church seem to denote them of respectability.” 

Tae Rev. Francis TURNER, who was the eldest son of the above 
Francis Turner, was Minister of St. George's Chapel, Yarmouth, for 49 years. 


He died 1790, aged 73, leaving four sons. 
I. Francis, a Surgeon (Sir Astley Paston Cooper, Bart., tommenced the 


study of his profession with him). 
II, James, the Founder of Gurneys’ Bank in Yarmouth, and the father 


of Dawson Tuer’ F.RS. and F.S.A.

Tur Rev. Ricuarp TURNER was originally brought up to business in 
London, where he married his first wife, Frances Kentish, by whom he had 
no issue, He afterwards entered himself at Pembroke College, Camb., and 
taking Holy Orders went to Yarmouth where he resided until his death in 
1835.5 

He married secondly in 1783 Elizabeth,’ daughter of Thomas Rede,’ Esq.,, 
of Beccles, by whom he had twelve children, seven of whom, Dawson 
Turner ip 1858 says, now survive, “and more unquestionable testimony 
could not be given to the excellence of either parent than is afforded by 
the highly honorable stations in life oeeupied by the greater number of 
them.” 

Excepting as regards the eldest son, a son of whom married into the 
Master family, (see page 7) it is not proposed here to give any account of 
the marriages and issues of the other children, much information about 
whom will be found in the books mentioned in the note below.’ 

Memoirs however of the sons who attained eminence in the public 
service (taken principally from Magazines and Journals published at the 
fime of their decease) will not here be considered out of place. 

Ricwarp,® the eldest son, was born at Yarmouth in 1784. He was in the 
HEIC Civil Service, and married Louisa,’ daughter of Henry Scott, Esq.

The following Memoirs of Richard Turner are taken from Indian Papers 
published at the time of his decease :— 


“At Allahabad, on the 21st ultimo, Richard Turner, Esq., Judge and 
Magistrate of Agra. Mr. Turner entered on the stage of the world young in 
years but rich in those qualifications whieh fit a man for the honorable discharge 
of the dutics of life His attainments in every branch of European learning 
were much more extensive than are usually found even in those who are called 
well educated men, and on his arrival in the country, he sedulously and success- 
fully devoted his life to the acquirement of the knowledge most requisite in the 
profession selected for him. After being called to the public service his progress 
was rapid and brilliant, and while in years yet almost a hoy, he justified the high 
estimation in which his character was held, by an eminently able conduct in 
important and arduous situations. To the utmost purity of principle, and 2 fall 
sense of the obligations of public duty, he united understanding, distinguished 
both by quickness of perception, and for soundness of judgment, and rendered 
infinitely valuable by a degree of assiduity and patience not often found in 
combination with such high mental qualities, and which seemed especially to 
mark out the deceased, as calculated to adorn the eminently useful station whieh 
had fallen to his lot. 

This sketch of his public character is but feeble and defective; but who, 
amongst the many that loved him, can portray to his own satisfaction the 
gentleness and benevolence of heart, the winning sweetness of disposition and 
tranquillity of temper, and, above all, the utter carelessness of self, and the 
ardent affectiou to those around him that uniformly attended him in the daily 
intercourse of private life, and will long leave their impression on the hearts of 
those who now lament his untimely death?” 


SECOND NOTICE. 


“On the 21st ultimo, at Allahabad, on his way to the Presidency, Richard 
Turner, Esq., Judge and Magistrate of Agra: most sincerely lamented. The 
death of this respectable and valuable man may be considered a public loss as 
well as an irreparable one to his family and friends; with a most enlighteued 
mind and a suavity of manners which endeared him to every one, he fullilled ail 
the relative duties of a son, a husband, a fathcr, a brother, and a friend in the 
most exemplary manner. In discharge of the high trust reposed in him, he was 
allowed by his superiors to possess powerful mental abilities, which, in his leisure 
hours, he never failed to cultivate, by the study of those sciences which refine 
and exalt the human mind. Whether with respect to hia religious principles we 
regard him in private life as a Christian, or view him in the wide sphere of moral 
action as a Judge and Magistrate, we tind honor, humanity, and judgment to be 
the leading features of his character ; as he received the Christian truths with 
an humble faith, so were the Christian virtues his constant practice.”

“Tho death of Francis Turner, Esq., of No. 7, New Square, Lincoln’s Inn, 
and of Queen Square, Westminster, requires more than ordinary notice, in justice 
to his character and merits, and in satisfaction of the respect and regret of his 
numerous friends and of the legal profession, In the somewhat secluded and 
modest department of conveyancing, Mr. ‘Turner had long been eminent for the 
learning, diligence, and ability which that always critical and often obstruse and 
profound science exacts. He had in youth been the favourite pupil of Preston, 
who, struck with his talents and acquirements, remarked, ‘They have sent me a 
pupil who knows as much as myself,’ and Turner succeeded to his Chambers. 
‘And in the course of a long practice, exceeding half of the present century, he 
became the instructor of several hundred pupils in succession; among whom 
were the Lord Justice Turner, and the late Mr. Jacob. Asa copyhold lawyer 
Mr. Turner's reputation was peculiarly great; and in all questions of real 
property, his opinions were most trusted and esteemed. But he loved and 
cultivated the whole study of the law; he had well digested its principles ; 


could readily recall its leading cases ; and had the judgment and discernment: 


requisite to apply this learning to new circumstances and complications. Mr. 
‘Turner was by no means the mere lawyer. He delighted in general literature, and 
devoted his leisure to the books by which the great spirits of the past commu- 
nicate with the present. He was a member of the Camden, Percy, Shakespeare, 
Arundel, and several Archaological Societies. His manners were remarkably 
gentle, ingenuous, and pleasing. His disposition was ever kind and cheerful. 
His conversation animated, and pregnant with humour and instruction. Learning 
and modesty, combined with high integrity, good sense, and good taste, marked 
him for a lawyer, a scholar, and a gentleman. The great organ of the Temple 
chureh, on the Sunday following his death, pealed forth, for his requiem, the 
Dead March in Sanl. The walls and pillars of that beautiful building, vibrated 
their Inst sad tribute to hia character and standing ; but his memory will ever 
linger in the hearts of his friends, and a large civele of professional and social 
acquaintance give a blessing to his tomb.”

“The Right Hon. Sir Geo James Turner, senior Lord Justice of the Court 
of Appeal in Chancery, MA, F.RS, DCL 

On the mother’s side, Sir George Turner was descended from Sir Robert 
Naunton, Secretary of State to James L, and author of “ Fragmenta Regalia,” 
and from his wife Mary, grand-daughter of Sir Edward Coke, Lord Chief Justice 
of England, through whose wife ‘Bridget, the daughter of John Paston, Esq., 
Sir George Turner was also descended from the ancient Norfolk family of that 
name, and from William Paston, Judge of the Common Pleas “temp.” 
Henry IL 

Sir George was educated at the Charterhouse He graduated B.A. at 
Pembroke College, Cambridge in 1819; being 9th Wrangler and was afterwards 
elected a Fellow, proceeded M.A. in 1822. Dr. Joseph Turner, his Uncle, Dean 
of Norwich, and formerly the Tutor of William Pitt, was then the Master of 
Pembroke College, his name having been entered at Lincoln’s Inn, he became a 

upil of the late Lord Cottenham, and in July 1821, he was called to the Bar. 
Bhortly afterwards he edited a volume of Chancery Reports in conjunction with 
the late James Russell, Esq., Q.C In May 1840, he became Q.C. simultaneously 
with Mr. Bethell, now Lord Westbury, who was two years his junior. In 1847 
he was elected M.D. for Coventry, defeating the former member Mr. Willinm 
Williams ; he continued to represent that Borough as a Liberal Conservative 
until April 1851, when ire was appointed a Vice-Chancellor, and received the 
honor of Knighthood, this office he retained until Jan. 1853, when he became 
Lord Justice of Appeal in Chancery. 

‘As a member of the Honse of Commons Sir George Turner introduced and 
carried the measure known as George Turner's Act, whieh, with other minor 
improvements upon the cumbrous practice of that day, enabled the Court of 
Chancery to decide, upon a special ease, questions in which the parties were 
agreed upon the facts. To him also in a great degree, as a member of the 
Chancery Commission, are due many of the great improvements in the practice 
of the Gourt, which were effected in 1852, and he may be said to have been the 
Father of the Present Chamber Practice in Chancery.’ 

The late Lord Justice was Sworn & member of the Privy Council in 1851, 
and at the time of his death wasa Governor of the Charterhouse. His reputation 
as a most able and profound lawyer was universally recognized by the Profession.

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Besides his official merits, he bore personally the character of a most amiable, 
upright, and conscientious man, as may he gathered from the following obser- 
vations of the Lord Chancellor :—‘I am sure the Bar will deeply regret the loss 
which the public and the profession have sustained in the death of that most 
excellent and upright man, Lord Justice Turner, the unvarying kindness and 
courtesy which he showed to his profession, his devoted application to every case 
that was brought before him, the anxious care with which he worked out all his 
judgments, and which were always full and satiafactory, can never be forgotten, 
‘and I am quite sure that there is hardly any one connected with the Court of 
Chancery who will not feel he has lost almost a personal friend in this most 
amiable and esteemed man and upright and conscientious judge.’ 

He married in 1823, Louisa, daughter of the late Edward Jones, Eaq., of 
Brackley, Northamptonshire, by whom he has left a family of six sons! and threé 
daughters. He died 9 July, 1867, aged 69, he was buried at Kelshall, near 
Royston, Herts.”

The present representative of the family, Hugh Hamersley, Esq., second son 
of Hugh Hamersley, Esq., of Peyrton Manor, Co. Oxford, is J.P. and D.L., late 
Chairman of Quarter Sessions and was High Sheriff 1840. His portrait was 
presented to the County at the Quarter Sessions April, 1881. 


Page 5, line 5—It will be seen by the note in this place, that when thie work 
was in progress, it was my intention to have added as an Appendix “ A History of 
the Torriano family.”" Having been obliged to abandon this design, this seems the 
best place to show the descent of Sir Harcourt Master through the Torriano family. 

The Revd. Nathaniel Torriano, who married Ann, daughter of Sir Harcourt 
Master, Knt., was the fourth son of Nathaniel Torriano by his wife Elizabeth, 
daughter of Peter Renew of London, and grandson of George Torriano by his wife 
Susannah, granddaughter of Sir John Proby, Bart., and great grandson of the 
Revd. Alexander Torriano, D.D.,? who came into England from Italy in 1620. 

Nathaniel Torriano® was born in 1716. He was a Doctor of Medicine and 
subsequently took Holy Orders and became Rector of Ardleigh in Co. Essex. He 
died 6 July, 1772, and was buried at Ardleigh, within the altar rails. By his 
marriage with Ann Master he had an only child, viz. -—

Alexander Torriano, the founder of the family in England, was of an ancient 
and illustrious family in Italy, and was compelled by religious troubles to take refage in Geneva, 
and afterwards in’ England, where his descendants very much distinguished themsclves in 
diplomacy, literafure, and commerce, and became allied by marriage with many influential 
families. 

3 Nathaniel Torriano was the author of a volume, entitled “A Letter from a Gentleman to 
his Son abroad, occasioned by his marrying a Roman Catholic,” London, 1753. The frontispiece 
is a portrait of the Author, With the Torriano Arms. Painted by Highmore, filius and engraved 
by A, Walker. 
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William Harcourt Torriano (mentioned in Appendix C, pages 25 and 26), who 
was born 26 May, 1749. Te was in the H.EI.C. Civil Service and married at 
Madras 17 August, 1772, Lydia Fraser or Frasier. He died in London Nov., 1828, 
and was buried in the Chancel of the Church at Stansted, Mount Fitchet, Essex, 
where there is 2 tablet to his memory.

Page 9, line 2, to Vice-Admiral Hawtayne, add—* Vice-Admiral Hawtayne died 
in 1857, aged 76, from concussion of the brain, caused by a fall from the South Pier 
of Lowestoft, which at that time was insufficiently protected against accidents. 

He entered the Navy very early, and made such good use of his talents 
and opportunities that he became Lieut.-Commander of the Espitgle sloop of war 
when only 18 years of age. He was in active service for 18 years and attained flag 


rank in 1841. 
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By his first marriage in 1808, besides his son (the Revd. W. G. Hawtayne), he 
had two daughters. 

He married secondly in 1890 Anne, sister of Captain (afterwards Vice-Admiral 
Sir) Henry Hope, the captor A.D. 1815 in H.M.8. Endymion, 48 guna, of the 
U.S.S. Prosident, 59 guns. She died in 1825, and by her he had no issue. 

He married thirdly Susanna, daughter of the Revd. Robt. Norris, Rector of 
Tatterford, Norfolk, by whom he had two sons, the youngest of whom died at 
Yarmouth in 1846, aged 15 ; the elder survives. 

The ancient family of Hauteyn held lands at Herringby, Surlingham, and Oxnead 
in Norfolk. In 1443 John Hauteyn, a Carmelite Friar of Blakeney, sued for an 
estate, to which he had become heir; and, having proved that he was only 14 years 
of age when forced to enter a religious house, obtained a dispensation from Pope 
Enugenius, and Hauteyn recovered his inheritance. 

At Haylesdon there was a manor called Hauteyns, and Sir Hamo Hauteyn, temp. 
Henry IIL, was Custos of the County of Norfolk, and held a commission to look 
after the Jews. ‘This family bore, arg. a bend sa, and some of the family sealed with 
bendy of eight, arg. and sa. Seo Bloomfield VL, 478 and 427. 

Calthorpe Hall, Banbury, Oxon., passed by a Royal Grant, temp. James L, to an 
Hawtayne. Skelton’s History of Oxfordshire. 

Amongst family papers, in the possession of the Revd. Wm. G. Hawtayne, are 
records of the deaths of William Hawtayne, who died in 1697, aged 87 ; of his wife 
Joanne, who died in 1654; and of a son William, who died in 1646 : all of whom 
were buried at Banbury. 

‘A second son of the above William Hawtayne (also named William) was Rector 
of Farthinghoe, Northamptonshire. He married Katherine, daughter of Malachi 
Harris, D.D., who was Chaplain to H.R.H. Mary, Princess of Orange, and tutor to 
her son William, Prince of Orange (afterwards King William IIL) until he went to 
the University of Leyden, up to which time Katharine Harris was his fellow pupil. 
Dr. Harris was afterwards Chaplain to King Charles II He died 1684 and was 
buried at Farthinghoe, in which church there are monuments to his memory and to 
that of his son-in-law, who died 1694. 

William, eldest son of Williom and Katherine Hawtayne, was Chaplain to 
Ingoldsby’s Regiment at Blenheim and in four subsequent campaigns. Two of his 
prothers, John, who dicd young, and Malachi,! held commissions in the same corps 
(23rd Fusiliers). William was successively Rector of Elstree, Sheephall, and 
Datchworth, Herts., and impoverished himself by restoring four parsonage houses. 
He was also Chaplain to HLR.H. Caroline, Princess of Wales, to the time of her 
accession a8 Queon Consort. Letters which breathe a beautiful spirit of Christian 
forgiveness show how little, even in those days, the gracious promises of Royalty 
availed, unless backed by ministerial favour # his frequent attendances at the Prince’s 
Court by command, and his services to the Crown in various commissions held in 


) Malachi Hawtayne died at Wandsworth, Surrey, in 1772, aged 84, where there is a 
monument. to his memory.

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three successive reigns, bringing him only persecution and ruin. The memorial stone 
at Datchworth bears this inscription, ‘ Hic jacent exuvie Gulielmi Hawtayne A.M. 
qui pauperum semper memor, divitiarum contemptor, in hfic Parochié 39 annos 
pastoralem diligenter egit curam. Ex hic molestissima, in vitam beatissimam demigravit 
Jan. 2, 1747, etat. 69.’ His son William of Ross Hall, near Shrewsbury, was a 
Captain and Commissary of Artillery and for some years in the household of the 
Marshal Duke of Argyle and Greenwich. He married Elizabeth, only child of 
Commodore Charles Windham, R.N., 2 cousin of Wm. Windham, of Felbrigg, 
Norfolk, and of his son, the Secretary of State, and had issue one child, William, 
who after serving as Licutenant in the 3rd Regiment of Foot Guards, married Anne 
Strickland,! and teking Holy Orders became Rector of Elstree, He afterwards accepted 
an offer of Captain (afterwards Admiral Lord) Gambier, to accompany him as Chaplain 
in tho Defence, 74, the first ship which broke the enemy’s line in the ‘glorious Ist of 
June,’ his second son, Charles Sibthorpe John (the future admiral), going with him on 
promise of being admitted as e Midshipman. The eldest son, William, a Lieutenant 
in the Royal Marines, died young and was buried at Elstree. ‘In malice a child, in 
understanding a man.” The third son, John, D.D., was Chaplain to Bishop 
Middleton and appointed Archdeacon of Bombay by Bishop Heber.”
